which a ship can present in time of battle is a heavy 
volume of fire. A famous admiral once remarked that 
armor never gains a victory. It only delays defeat. A 
heavy volume of tire is the best armor protection a ship 
can possess, but in order to secure this heavy fire ammu- 
nition must be at hand and ready. If it is risky piling 
up ammunition around the guns the risk must be taken. 
It is better than having to wait in time of battle for shells 
which have not yet cleared the hatchway. 

But if there have been marked improvements in field 
and naval guns in the past five years there have also 
been marked advances made in projectiles. The shrap- 
nel which the English and Boers are using in South 
Africa is regarded as ahead of any shrapnel which has 
been used in recent warfare. Only a few years ago 
2,000 yards was deemed the maximum range at which 
shrapnel was effective. In South Africa and at Omdur- 
man the British shrapnel has been used effectively at 
ranges of 3,500 yards. The shrapnel shell is an ordi- 
nary-looking projectile filled with a number of small 
balls. The majority of field-guns of 2.95-inch calibre 
use shrapnel containing about 180 small balls, In the 
centre of the shell is a charge of black powder, and in 
the head of the shell a time fuse. This time fuse re-

HE FRANCHISE is not a new thing in Puerto 
t Rico. Even under Spanish rule, since the days 
when the litthe crown colony achieved its scant 
measure of home rule, Puerto Rico has always been a 
hotbed of polities. 

In those days, as how, p lities throve on personali 
ties rather than principles, aud some of the bitter en 
mities thus engendered have left a crop of dragon's 
teeth that was bound to spring up even under the new 
flag. 

For those who have not lived among Spanish-speak 
ing people it is difficult to realize to what depths per- 
sonal political enmity can go. Like a family feud in 
the Kentucky mountains, a political fight in Puerto 
Rico separates whole communities and blights the hap- 
piness and prosperity of those who ure drawn into its 
vortex, 

rhe two dominant political parties in Puerto Rico, as 
reconstructed to-day, call themselves El Partido Repub 
licano and El Partido Federal, and print their ballots 
respectively uuder the sign of an eagle and of a star. 

As a matter of fact, there is no more essential differ- 
ence between them than between the County Democracy 
of New York and Tammany Hall. Both parties insist 
on allegiance to the new regime as their trump card 
iid the leaders of each try to persuade their voters that 
they alone have managed to ingratiate themselves into 
the favor of the authorities in Washington, Undue 
stress has to be brought on this point, since in Puerto 
Rico, as in some other doubtful districts, the good 
will of the average voter can only be retained by in 
fusing his wavering spirit with a lively sense of the 
favors to come. Once an election is won, party strife
